In view of the feat tkat th« ques- 


tion of license or no lieem* enten 
largely into all oar municipal elections 
in this state, and because of the appar- 
ent impossibility of obtaining a fair

With this end in view 
Senator Clark, of Colts, hat introduced 
'•A bill for an act in relation to grant- 
ing license to keep dram shops in cities, 
villages and towns." The bill seems 
practical aid well-designed to carrycot 
the purpose for whieh\it wai framed. 
It was introduced in the senate iKwn 
9, read a first time, referred to the com- 
mittee on miscellany, reported back, 
passage recommended, and ordered to 
second reading, March 10. The fol- 
lowing is the full text of the bill: 


SBCTIOS 1. Be ft cnacttd by tttePeapli 


of (A* State of lOinnt rtpntwttd »n the 
General Amtntily, That the city coun- 
cils in citirs and tbe board of tmsteas in 
villages and towns incorporated under 
Uie general law or under any ipedal law 
of this State are hereby authorized, at or 
before the first meeting in the month 
preceding the month in which the gea- 
eral municipal election 1s held In such 
city village or town, to submit to tbe 
voters at the ensuing election the ques- 
tion of granting license to keep dram- 
shops, and it such case It shall be the 
duty of the officer giving notice for the 
election to insert in such notice tbe fart 
that such a question ha<i been submitted 
to be voted upon.

$ 3. Whenever such question shall 


have been submitted «s in section one of 
this art provided, it shall he the duty of 
Ihe officers canvassing such votes to also 
canvass the number of votes cast "tor 
license" and "agamst. license," and if It 
shall appear that a greater number of 
votes shall have been cast "for license 
than bane been cast "against license' it 
shall be tbe duty of the proper officers to 
grant license 
for dram-shops, under

thereto, and if it shall appear that a 
areater number of votes have been cast 
"against license" than have been oast 
"for license" no license shall be granted. 


j 3. In case such corporate authori- 


ties shall take no action, as authorized in 
aection one of Ibis act, op or before the 
time therein mentioned, then, on the 
written petition of legal voters In num- 
ber equal to at least one-fifth (the number 
voting at the first preceding municipal 
election being filed with the officer whose 
duty it is to give notice of election, it 
shall be tbe duty of such officer to in- 
clude in such notice the fact that such 
petition has been filed in his office, 
and that such question has been submit- 
ted te be acted upon, in which case tbe 
votes .shall be (canvassed, the result 
found and 
tbe • corporate authorities 


shall In ail respects b« governed .in^lfteir 
action tbe same as though surh question 
had been submitted as. provided in sec- 
tion 1 of this act. 


Q 4. No bond shall be approved by 


the corporate authorities of any city, vil- 
lage or town unless there shall be attach- 
ed thereto an affidavit of one or more.of 
the sureties thereto that at least two of 
Ihe signers thereof have each nnincum- 
qered property equal in value to the 
amount of such bond, and in any action 
maintained upon such bond tbe tame 
rule of damages shall apply to the sure- 
ties thereto as would apply should the 
principal be sued separately in any form 
of action. 
£ 5. Whereas, there are many cities 


anil villages in this State which desire to 
submit the question of license or no li- 
cense to vote at the coming election, 
therefore an emergency exists, and this 
act shall take effect from and after Us 
passage.
